New York, Oct. 1G. — Boston stock job- 
bers say there is souio tulls of a contract, be- 
tween the Oregon Improvement company 
and tlio Cftuudiiin Pacific, by vrhich tho 
former will be given all tbo trtiQie botwouu 
Vancouver and San Francisco. 

Memphis, Tonn,, Oct. 10. — A trunk of 
jewelry valued at §30,(100, belonging to tbo 
lirm of J. \Y, Anderson & Co., of St. Louis, 
was recovered hero thin afternoon by tbo 
police. The check for it was presented at 
the Chesapeake & Ohio depot by John E, 
Gorman, who claimed that tho bagirago 
master ut St. Louis had checked tho wrong 
trunk, Gorman wits tiikou in charge and 
placed in the station house, but was released 
this afternoon as bis statement was con- 
firmed by a telegram from the St. Louis 
authorities. Gorman in an engineer and 
cutuo to Moaaphis seeking employment. 
Tho trunk of jewelry was expressed back to 
St. Lonis. 

EisTroBT, He., Oct. K>. — The Iosb by tbo 
fire is now estimated at SBUU.OOO. Ihoro 
are no means yet of estimating the insur- 
ance. Several safes were opened to-day, 
•with better results than was expected. Tbo 
report that the insurance hooks aiid reports 
were destroyed was n mistake. The most 
serioilB part of the calamity is that a great 
number of families are homeless and desti- 
tute and out of employment. Ono hun- 
dred families are without homes, many of 
whom wore quite comfortably situated, but 
are now living with their friends. The suf- 
fering will increase as the weather grows 
colder. A relief committee h:is been organ- 
ized and some old has been received, but 
only sufficient to relieve temporary distress. 

Eolsom, Cal., Oct, 16.— Willett Sumuer, 
who was serving a ten yours' sentence in 
the Folaom prisuu, committed suicide this 
morning by hanging. 

San Francisco, Oct. 16.— Gen. Thos. F. 
West, special agent of tho treasury depart- 
ment, wus arrested to-day on a charge of 
opening a letter addressed to a Mrs. Hep- 
burn. He was released on #2000 bail. 

Elizaukth, N. J., Oct. 15.— Tho 'Windsor 
hotel at Itosollo was burned this morning. 
Joanna Sullivan wus burned to death. The 
hotel was valued at $21,000. 

Duios, Oct. 15.- Yesterday at noon a 
four-year-old son of E. G. Clark, an immi- 
grant on route to Grande Sonde valley from 
Spokane EallB, fell from the wagou, tho 
front wheels passing over his bnck and 
irjuring it severely. On arrival in town 
medical aid was at ouco summoned. No 
bones were broken, and tho surgeon says 
the child will recover. 

Somerset, Ky., Oct. 15.— Henry Boyle, 
special United St-.ites bailiff, and Edward 
Logan, special United States commissioner, 
mot in tho ofttoe of the latter this morning, 
und aftor a fow words wove exchanged both 
drew their pistols and commenced liriug. 
Throe balls took effect in Boyle's body and 
two in Logan's. Both are dying. Boyle 
and Logan are old revenue officers and 
prominent citizens ot tho county. 

San Francibo, Oct. 15.— Mrs. Adclaido 
Harper, 30 years old, took a dose of Paris 
green last uiyht, and died from its effects 
this moruiug. Domestic trouble was the 
cause of the act. 

ENGLAND. 

London, Oct. lfi # — Tho troop ship 
Tyue, thirty hours overdue at i'iy- 
jnouth, has been sighted off thoro, 
laboring terribly in tho storm. Great anx- 
iety has been entertained concerning her 
for tho past 24 hours. 

Tho British ship Toviotdalo, which 
Bailed from Cardiff, Wales, on Thurs- 
day last, was wrecked during the 
atorm on Caoimnrthen bar. There wero on 
board at tho time '20 persons. Nineteen, 
among whom were tho captain and officers 
• loft in a boat and but two succeeded in 
roftoliiii<j tho shore alive. The othor sovbii- 
tecn perished. 

Mrs. Lender, wife of a butcher doing 
busiuoss in Carnberville, a suburb of Lon- 
don, aftor a cjutirrel with her husband, left 
her home, taking hor five children with her. 
Sho went to tho Thames river at Eulham 
and throw herwelf and live children into tho 
water. All wero drownod but one of tlio 
children.

YESTERUAY'S DISPATCHES. 

A Disastrous Ilurrinmic. 
Bench l>n\ r es for Australia. 

Lonuon, Oct. 18 — The latest reports 
bIiuw that the effects of tho recent etorni on 
the south and west coasts wore terrible. 
A Norwegian bark foundored off Tintagel, 
and her entire crew, consisting of ID per- 
sons, perished. Ten bodies were washed 
ashore on Glamorgan coast. Tho British 
ship Malleuy was wrecked in Bristol 
Channel, and 12 persons drowned. The 
shora is strewn with wreckage, and bod- 
ies washed oshoro have boon stripped of 
valuables by wreckers. The Norwegian 
bark Frederieksland was wrecked off Had 
ston and 19 persons drowned. The bark 
Alliance was also wrecked off Iludston and 
four livus lost. Other persona on board 
were savod by a life boat. Another largo 
bark was to bo aeon in terrible distress, 
the crow being huddled tngothor on deck. 
Tho veaaol foundered this morning, and it 
is believed that from 12 to 20 persons 
wero drowned. Tho galo. prevented peo- 
ple on shore from rendering any assist- 
ance. The crrua of the doomed men wore 
heard distiuctly by those who wero watch- 
ing tho vessel from the shore. 

Tho British steamer Artos, Capt. VVh.it" 
tlosoy, from New York, September 20, 
for Bordeaux, has been lost on Feint El- 
dola Conbrio, at the northern mouth t f 
the Girrondo. The wreckage from the 
steamer and part of hor cargo, are wash- 
ing ashore. The British steamer Kate, 
Capt. Durkie, from Savannah, Sept. 29, 
for Liverpool, arrived at Queenstown dis- 
abled. Shu shipped immense quantities 
of water, and broke twenty-five steam 
pipes. Hor decks wero much damaged. 
A Norwegian bark, owner Capt. Niolfc- 
son, from Mo'oilo, Aug. 14, has been 
towed to Cowea. Sho lost her sails, and 
three of her crew died of ague, and othere 
are suffering from the nulady. Tho Bri- 
tish bark ltuthland, Capt. Casey, from 
Quebec, Sept. 15 s fur Greenwich, waB 
abandoned off Lundy IsUnd; the mate 
and carpenter wero drownod; the other 
raembora of tho crew wero rescued and 
latide ■ at Falmouth.

UNITED STATES. 

New Yokk, Oct. 18. — When the case 
of ex-Alderman Henry S. Saylos, the 
latest addition to the American c lony in 
Canada, was called to tho court of general 
sesaionu to-day, the habitues and officials 
were much surprised at the presentation 
of a check for §25,000 to Judge Cowing 
by bondsman Sol, Savloa. Notwith- 
standing tho strenuous effjits of ox Alder- 
man McCabe'a attorney, motion nsado by 
the district attorney to have the trial 
set down for the 21st was granted. Mc- 
Cabo was then committed to the lorabs to 
await trial. 

Salisutjiiv, Md., Oct., IT.— A fire 
which started in a small frame stable 
about 7 o'clook to-night, swept over the 
entiro buainesa portion of the village. A 
brisk wind from the southeast spread tho 
flames rapidly, while tho inhabitants stood 
by powerless to prevent tho destruction, 
as tlio dry frame buildings burned too 
fiercely to be checked by the Bmall (ire 
apparatus. It is impossible to estimate 
the loss, but a rough guess places it at 
over a milium dollars. St-oros with their 
contents wore licked up by the flames, and 
the streets to night wore full of people 
whoso houses have boon destroyed. Mid- 
night — The fire is still burning fiercely, 
and there seems to bo no liopo of etiyiug 
iti progresj. No lives fist so far. 

EKIE, Fa., Oct. 17.— During a storm on 
Lako Erie last night, a schooner with dia 
tress signals hoisted, was sighted several 
miles out. The men were in tho rigging 
and the vessel appeared tj be going to 
pieces. The aoa waa runuing high and no 
attempt was made at a ry cud until this 
morning, when no trace of tho veaael 
could bo aeon. All day pieces of wreck 
have been coming in, but no bodies have 
been washed ashore. The namo of tho 
Bchooner is not known. 

Milwaukee, Oot. 17. — Four drunken 
laboron entered Goo. Kaufer's saloon t >- 
day and raisod a row. They wero ordered 
out and rospouded by annulling nil the 
windows and furniture. Tho proprietor 
shut Win. Daley and Jno. Burns, and 
their companions fled. Both men are 
mortally wounded. K?efor walked to tho 
police station and gave himself up. 

Key" West, Fla. , Oct. 17. — Advices 
from Nassau report tho total loss of the 
British atoumor Juliette, on Mingerbroad 
Uround, Cohamus, bound from Cardifffor 
New Orleans, with a cargo of rails, 
which aro now being saved and takon to 
Nassau.

ea of 'the. Colonist business was concluded 
on BLt.alooLuiy terms to all parties con- 
cerned. It is simply stated aa a matter 
or justice to ourotives. It perhaps will 
not oe amiss to also assure our readers 
thot the policy of the paper will not be 
materially altered, and that energetic en- 
deavors will be made to retain and add to 
its prestige aa the leading newspaper of 
the province, giving u cordial suppurt to 
the government that has accomplished 
tnuro tj advance British Columbia's pros- 
perity than any previous provincial ad- 
ministration, and in all things seeking to 
advance the welfare of the city and 
the province. 

THE FIN A A UJS M I MISTERS HIP. 

The Times is nothing if not authentic 
It told us readers on Saturday that a 
member of the house, in tho confidence of 
the government, had informed it that 
"Mr. L>uck would continue to feather his 
nest until the house meets when the gov- 
ernment will inform t:io house and cuun 
try that in pursuance of their policy of re 
trenchment and reform they have re- 
solved to combine the portfolios of finance 
minister end provincial secrotary." On 
Monday in one column we are treated to 
another dose of the Times' "pioliotiors" 
in the same lino, and in another are 
informed that Mr. Duck has resigned his 
portfolio. Tho Times' readers must be 
puzzled to know just what the status of 
Mr. Duck is at present, whether accord- 
ing to the editorial columns he is a mer- 
cenary wretch with his nyes on the money 
bags, or according to tho local that the 
offices of provincial secretary and finance 
minister are merged in one. Well, we 
will bo magnanim jus and toll the Tildes, 
for the informs ion of its benighted read- 
em, just how the matter stands. Mr. 
Duck, who has been the subjeot of our 
contemporary's abuse for some months, 
has boon quietly going on in the even 
tenor of his way, discharging tho duties 
ot hia oneiroac position and settling up 
matters pertaining to tho business 
of the office. Now that he 
has everything arranged for his 
auocsseor, and has all unfinished business 
in propor shape, he has resigned his port- 
folio and the Hon, J. Robson, provincial 
aeoretary, has been sworn in in his stead. 
Mr. Duck, in retaining the portfolio, 
after he had been defeated at the polls, 
had only tho best interests of the province 
at heart. He has been faithful and hard- 
working and in losing his services tho 
country is deprived of a zealous ministor. 
He has always worked in harmony with 
his colleagues at tho council board and is 
respected by all the memborsof the party. 
Tho Timo*' scurrility has not injured him 
in the least, raiher lias raised up for him 
friends in all ouaiters. Our contempor- 
ary as a prophet, however, discounts Wig 
gins ootisiderably , and in, it will be seen, 
an unsafe authority to rely upon in all mat- 
ters political. 

THE MEMORIAL COLONIAL EX- 
HIBITION. 

After years of abeyance the scheme of 
»n Imperial museum has again beeu taken 
up in a form which ueema to promise sue 
cess. By milking it a memorial of the 
fiftieth anniversary of Her Majesty's 
reign, placing it under the permanent 
presidency ot the heir t> tho throne and 
giving the people 01 the whole wide om- 
pirB an opportunity of coi.tnbut iug to its 
establishment, 1 10 promoters of the insti- 
tution have adupieil the must likely plan 
to secure 'ho acccmpluhmei.t of the un- 
dertaking. The agitation on 1 10 subject 
some years agn ended in a proposal to 
purchase the s ti of the projected Nation- 
al^iipera house (partially erected) on the 
Victiria embankment. The cost of 
the freehold of the said i-ire wuuld amount 
it was estimated, to £58,000. On the 
woik so far carried on for the construction 
of ihe opera house, tho oontraotor had 
spei.t about £05 000, but the company 
was willing to hand it over for £-40,000 
It was computed by Mr. Fowler, the op- 
era hutue architeit, that the entire build 
iug for the Colonial museum, with ex 
hibitiuri spice, library, reading and leo- 
ture rooms, and i ffi *s for xgenis-general, 
could bo bui.t for £135 0U0 The total 
cutt would thus be £175.000. The cost 
of maintenance (at)ui-t £12,000 a year) 
should be shared by uitti England and 
the colonies— t!ie management being en- 
trusted to u board of trustees in which all 
divisions of the empire should 
bo represented. It was expnot- 
od that a considerable aunuai 
revenue ( t leatt £2,700) would bo de- 
rived from the biuck of offices attached 
to iho museum, That sum with the 
English grant (£(i,000) would provide for 
actually indispensable services of admin- 
istration and it was proposed that the p»y- 
inont nf otiperint indents of dopai tments 
should bo derived from the colonial grants, 
As to tho primary cost of tho enterprise, 
it was suggested that England should pay 
for tho purchase of tho aito, and tho 
ooloniea for tho cost of tho building. The 
edifice would consist of a large central 
hall, 225 foot long bj 102 broad, with two 
tiers of galleries. On ono sido there 
would bo throe floors of exhibition rooms 
communicating with the hall, and on tho 
other, the block, with nix groups of uflices, 
eaoh with its own entrance, but each 
having direct access to tho museum. 
The exhibition fi ior spiico would no equal 
to about 70,000 fott, subdivided into sec- 
tions for colonics or groupn of colonies. 
Tho 11 ior spaco of the common portion- 
library, reading room, trade museum, 
committee rooms, eta— would be about 
15,000 feet. Throo floors and part of the 
fourth — avnilablo for colonial offices— 
would contain, apart from Btaircasos and 
passages, about 19,000 feet, and thoro 
would also bo in the basement omplo 
space for workshops and storerooms. An 
important question for the. colonies was 



tho calculation ol the share of the cost 
which each of them would bo called upon 
to undertake. The total cost of the 
buildings (as already mentioned) was set 
down at £175,000, but, with the fittings 
required for tho common sections, that 
figure might be brought up to not far 
from £200,000. Tho floor space assigned 
to each colony suppliod tho basis for the 
distribution of the total cost. The whole 
tl'-.or spaco allotted to the sections, being 
113,100, and tho total cost £200,000, each 
squaro foot of spaco would cost £\\ 3.i. Od. 
Thus a total of 13,500 square feet wua al- 
lotted to tho Dominion, whose share of 
the cost waR, therefore, £11,000, to be 
borne by tho provinces in proportion to 
population. Tho Australasian tiroup, in- 
cluding Fiji, was allotted 32,500 square 
feet, with share of cost corresponding 
Tho Capo colonies were allowed 5,800 
square feet, tho distribution being in the 
ratio of the white inhabitants. In tho 
Crown colonies the revenue was 
to be tho basis of participation 
in .the burden of expenditure. 
It is not, of course, to be supposed that 
the present enterprise is simply a revival 
of the old scheme. But tho lines marked 
out in 1879 may, doubtless, bo taken as 
furnishing some idea of tho general plan. 
The argument! in favor of an Imperial 
museum as being advantageous to tho 
mother country and colonies are — even 
apart from tho memorial character of the 
institution— much stronger now than 
thoy wore seven years ago, and it is t > bo 
hoped that there will be no back-going 
this time. 

Johnson Street Bridge. 

To the Editou: — The proposal of Mr. 
Humber for a bridge at tho (not of Johnson 
Btreet will not meet with tho approval of 
tho ratepayers of Victoria on account of 
cost and tho restriction it would offer to 
commerce. Twenty yearn ago thcro \vnn a 
bridge with a draw at Hint point which was 
found in thoso early days to destroy tho 
usefulness of half Victoria harbor and seri- 
ously to impede traffic. 

Surely if such was tho case then and tho 
bridge found to bo in the way the evil 
would bo much more now, wheu our mari- 
time traffic- has increased to double the pro- 
portions of twenty years ago. If the coun- 
cil desires to aid Mr. Dunsmuir in reaching 
the town with tho railway let a bridge bo 
placed over the "Arm" just abovo Thomp- 
son's, and let the railway find a terminus 
near Mr. Fiulayson's house. 

Iu any case tho railway cannot cross at 
Johnson street for want of sufficient room; 
uor oould it be worked iu our streets with- 
out danger to man and beast.

SABINE PASS. 



A Scene of Devolution. 



Galveston, Oct. 10 — Further particu- 
lars of the groat diaaBtar at Sabine Pass 
and Johnson Bayou are constantly being 
received. I'he situation has not been ex- 
aggerated in tho least. A correspondent 
who has just returned from Sabine Pass 
telegraphs from Orange that turkey buz- 
zards are soaring over Sabine for miles 
around on land and water, seeking th i 
bodias of persons and animals. The town 
iB swept out of existence. What wua a 
prosperous village when last Tuesday 
dawned, is now the center of desolation. 
There are now 127 persons missing and 
thoy nre supposed to bo dead. Only about 
25 bodies have thus far been recovered. 
Innumerable heartrending incidents of 
the storm are related by the survivors. 
Ono house containing fourteen colored 
persons was seen to go down with a crash 
and every oue of them was lost. Inci- 
dents are rolated of husbands lashing 
their wives and children to tho floating 
wrockago and then seeing tliem 
killed by heavy logs being driven 
against them. The damage to property 
can only bo estimated by the value of the 
town, for all is lost. The Sabine it Texas 
railroad 13 washed out for a distance of 
ten miles. The ties have floated off and 
the rails aro twistjd like wires from the 
effect of the groat hurricane. Millions of 
dead fish were cast up by tho waves and 
thousands of dead birds also strew the 
ground. A young woman in a perfectly 
undo stato was found roaming around on 
tho prairie fivo miles from Sabine. Bho 
was demented and could not toil her name. 
Whon tho Government tug Penrose reach- 
ed Sabine yesterday, Columbus Marteo 
was found rowing around the delta, look- 
ing for the bodias of hie family. He 
said: "Mysolf, wife and throo children 
wore clinging to a floating wreck, which 
was gradually breaking to pieces 
First ono wont and then another. 
I was holding tho youngest child, 
and soon my wifo said, 'Good-bye, bus- 
oandl I am going.' I could not roach 
her. Tho pioce of roof supporting her 
or.>ke, and sho sank before my eyes, I 
hold on to the youngest child, named 
Pearl, some timo longer. Tho child ad- 
dressing me said, 'Papa, I'm tired; won't 
you walk with ma V Tho piece of roof I 
W.18 on was now crumbling to pieces. 1 
b>ld tho littlo one to kiss me. Sho put 
both hor liUlu arms around my neck and 
gavomoabigsquec/.n, and just then a 
wave dashad us oil and I saw her no 
more. Great Cod, why didn't 1 go down, 
too 1" Ho was pressed to go on board 
the Penrose but refused, saying; "Hero, 
among these lagoons, ure tho bodies of 
my wife and children, and hero will 1 
atop until I can find thorn." Wo t inguo 
onn loll how the people have suffered dur- 
ing tho past few days,

IRELAND. 

Duislin, Oct. 18 — Miss Mary Ander- 
son has subscribed §2,600 for tho benefit 
of tho sufferers by tho Charleston enrth- 
j quake, the net proceeds of her perform- 
ances during tho past week. 

Tho branches of tho Irish national 
league in the counties of Cork and Water- 
ford have been making inquiries regard- 
ing the condition of the farms in those 
districts, and have just made a report of 
tho result of their investigations. Thoy 
say that harvests have been bad; oats are 
selling from 3 to shillings per barrel, 
and that a heavy fall in stocks has ren- 
dered farmers unable to pay their rents on 
account of tho bad harvests. The farm- 
ers demand a reduction of from 46 to 60 
per emit, in rents, and where a reduction 
is refused they will pay nothing. A num- 
ber of landlords offer a roduotion of 35 
per cent. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Oct. 18.— -A bill introduced by 
tho minister of marine for the completion 
of a French navy, proposes to outlay 
§800,000 for the construction of porta of 
refuge. It also proposes such concentra- 
tions of work under contracts that it shall 
be completed in four years instead of nine, 
which was tho nominal time named for the 
whole outlay. 

Berlin, Out. 18.— The minister of tho 
interior has issued orders relative 
to proeeedinga against emigrants 
returning from America liable for mili- 
tary service and who claim to have been 
naturalised in the United States. If there 
is no special reason to suspect such persons 
cm igniting for the purpose of evading 
such a service thoy will be permitted 
to take up residence in Saxony for 
limited period. Any such who gives 
'.rouble or boast of their exceptional 
p sitiou, or when thero is reason to be- 
lieve emigrated to evade tho law will bo 
expelled from Germany, immediately. 

UNITED STATES. 

Thp strike of due Chicago 
Packing House Work- 
men Over. 

A Python's Startling Antics-— 
Chinese Ineligible ns 
Citizens ot the 
Republic. 



Washington, Oct. 18. — The acting 

secretary of the treusury had telegraphed 
to tho collector of oustoms at San Fran- 
cisco as follows: "By request of Iho bcc- 
rtUry of state you aro directed 
to extend all proper courtesy to 
I Prince and Princess Komatsu and 
snito and Prince and Princess Akihito and 
suite, all of Japan, who aro expected to 
reach your port ou tho 18th inet , and to 
pass their baggage and etl'octa free of 
duty. 

Buffalo, N. V., Oat. 18 — Tho fund 
in aid of the storm sufferers now exceeds 
$1500. A letter was reooivod from Presi- 
dent Cleveland this morning enclosing a 
chock for §100 and expressing sympathy 
with the distressed people. There aro 
lOo persons being cared for by the relief 
committee, and food mid clothing aro 
being liberally provided. There is. con- 
siderable doubt expressed about permit- 
ting squatters to return to tho island to 
be the victims of ovory severe storm. 

Boston, Oct. 18.— Tho 21)i fool python 
which recetilly got away in tho city hall 
park, again escaped this morning while 
being transferred from his box to the 
cage at Austin >fe Stone's museum hero. 
Crawling under the stage the sniko broke 
away several boards, entered the cellar, 
got iu the cold air box of the furnace and 
burst open its sides, the brick* dying in 
all directions. Four men seized it and a 
t-irrible struggle ensued lusting an hour 
and a-half. They finally succeeded iu 
caging it. During the tight tho python 
wound himself around two thick joints 
and snapped them as easily as if they 
were only pipe atoms. He bit ono man 
in the wrist, and squeezed the breath out 
of another jamming him against the wall. 

Chicago, Oct 18.— Tho strike of the 
packing house workmen was formally 
ended this afternoon. The strikers held 
a mass mooting nn the prairie about ;i 
o'clock ut which between 12,000 and 
14 000 were present. A proposition to 
roiurn lo work on the 10 hour plan was 
carried almost unanimously and the strike 
was declared at an end. The packing 
house owners will keep all their now men 
and by running all the houses up to tho 
full capacity oxpect to be able to retain in 
their employ nearly all their old men. 

Judge Pendergast to-day refused the 
application of Moy Ah Keo, a Chinese 
Uuadryman, for naturalization as a citi- 
zen of the United St it os, on aocount of 
tho applicant's nationality. Moy's first 
papers granted somo time ago in New 
York wore in regular form, but tho Judge 
said ho was uncertain as to tho eligibility 
of tho Chinese to become citizens, and ad- 
vised the applicant to employ a lawyer to 
represent his oaso.

.r: The preponderance of continental 
opinion now is that tho Russian govern- 
ment will boo the folly of precipitating a 
w.tr that may involve every power in Eur- 
ope, whon by continuing cautiously in 
a diplomatic course tho Bulgarian govern- 
ment must gradually disintegrate, and 
tho Russian programme eventually bo 
yladly embraced as its only possible solu- 
tion to an intolerable situation. If this 
view is acted upon, Itussia will for tho 
moment pocket the affronts offered her, 
end concent rat.') her attention on the se- 
lection of a successor to Prince Alexander, 
continuing quiotly hor intrigues against 
tho Bulgarian government. Private re - 
ports state that the czar keenly feolH the 
defiant attitude of the Bulgarians. He is 
in a state of chronic irritation, and his 
general health is bad. For days at a timo 
ho refuses to look at foreign journals. Ho 
requires tho striotest surveillance over 
newspapers sent to the imperial palace, 
and tho selection for his perusal of thoiu 
alone that support the Russian policy. A 
prevailing rumor is that Turkoy, under 
strong pressure from Russia, has actually 
yielded to her bitterest enemy tho right 
to occupy a spot on tho Dardanollos. If 
thin report bo well founded tho contests of 
generations have come to nn end. Tho 
report Is reooivod everywhere with ro- 
sorve, notwithstanding ila uomi -authent i- 
city, 



WAR OF UACES. 

A College Student iu Norlli 
Carolina Killed; 

New York, Oct. 13.— The Herald's 
Durham, N C, special of October 11th 
says: A lumontablo affray botween the 
students of the North Carolina State 
Uaitffersity and negroes took placo on 
Chapel Hill on Saturday night It re- 
Bultod in tho death of ono ntudont and 
the wounding of two others. For somo 
timo past bittor feeling has existed bo- 
tween tho student!?, especially the student 
who wan killed, Jacob A. Freeso, and tho 
negro who is supposed to have shot him, 
Pat Browor, and from time to time they 
havo quarreled. Ou Saturday evening 
they had a fight, but. as the iiegroeB out- 
numbered tho students, thoy retreated 
and made their way to tho university. 
Tho negroes "retired to their usual 
rendezvous, tho house of a negro 
namod Harbor, where thoy held 
high carnival into tho night. 

At a late hour two student* who had 
spout the ovoning iu town, while passing 
Barber's houao, wore cursed and atoned 
by tho gang. Tho young mon hastonod 
to tho university and rousing up Freose 
and four others, easily induood them t) 
givo aaaiutuneo in seeking redress. On 
reaching the house thoy tried to force 
their way in, at tho same time calling on 
thu negroes to como out and give thorn 
satisfaction. Thu reply was a volloy 
from a aocend storoy window. The fire 
was n turned by the students, but bo far 
aa learned none of tho negroes wore in- 
jured. Freose was instautly killed, a 
bullet passing through his heart, and two 
Htudeuti worn wounded. A party, well 
mounted, and well urmod, has g'ono in 
pursuit of tho ringleaders of tho negroes, 
who tied after the murder, and should any 
ono of the fugitives bo captured ho will 
undoubtedly be lynched. Seven negroes 
have been nriostod »nd fears are express- 
ed that limy will be lynched by the at'.'-

There ia an indescribable fascination 
iu travelling through a now country for 
tho first time on a railway car, and even 
to tho most iudilleront it must suggest 
thoughts for speculation on the wonder- 
ful uiaroli of civilization to the most re- 
mote corners of tho world. Who can ima- 
gine a mora enchanting picture of un- 
Bullied nature than that presented along 
the Saanich Arm. The train olimbs to 
an OQfial height, from which miles of 
country can be viewed without intercep- 
tion,

and crossing the high treaties over deep 
uauyous, through which the sparkling 
streams rush over jagged rocks onward to 
the sea, there ia a constant repetition of 
surprises. JNow we aro on a more shelv- 
ing hewn out from the side of a moun- 
tain. Looking downward, tho immensity 
of height above the placid waters of the 
arm is realized. Suddenly a tunnel ia 
pierced, and emerging the train is bal- 
anced in mid-air 180 feet on u master 
piece of mechanical skill, a deep cut ia 
passed, aud there suddenly bursts upon 
tho vision the silent grandeur of Saanich 
Arm traced for in ilea between rugged 
mountains that rise sheer up to tho height 
of many hundred feet. The becalmed 
waters tiro ever tranquil in their isolation 
from the sea. Along the right tho face 
of couutry is in many places barren of 
vegetation, and the immense wall of rock 
forms an eiTectual barrier. Oo- 
casioually, however, tho moun- 
tains are less bold in aspeot 
and recede to undulating hills toeming 
with all tho foliage for which this island 
is knowu to be prolific As far as tho eye 
can raach an indiscriminate mixture of 
colors is presented by the autumn tints 
already on the troos. The majestic pines 
which never change thiiir sumbro groen 
form an unique background aud subdue 
the gaudy colors just onougli to portray a 
lovely landscape, flero and there minia- 
ture islanda dot the arm, and from tho 
lofty railway one may look dnwu upon 
them and in a glance comprehend their 
proportions and features of intjrest. 
The arm is followed for several miles 
when suddenly '.he view is completely ob- 
scured by a dense growth of primoval 
trees towering beyond the range of vision 
obtained from tho car window. At first 
the forest iB penetrable for quite a dis- 
tance through long sweeping vistas of 
shade and sunshine, presenting an undul- 
ating carpet of moss aud ferns, though 
as the train passes on toward tho summit 
there is a dense growth of copsewood, that 
borders the road on each side, aud here 
the first idea of wild nuturo undisturbed 
is formed. Beyond the f oroat another 
picture of distance is preientod on the 
left, and through the trees

is seen hemmed in on all sides by thickly 
wooded mountains. For several miles 
the road passes along this lake which re- 
sembles much in contour and diversity of 
boach, the famous Adirondack lakes, not. 
ed throughout the world for their inimit- 
able attractions. It is evident that Shaw- 
nigsn lake is destined to becomo a popu- 
lar rooort for sportsnion and pleasure 
sookors. Indeod, if some ontorpriaing 
Victorian would erect a hotel here and 
provide a few boats, a more enjoyable 
spot could not bo found in British Co- 
lumbia. As a health resort it would bo 
unsurpassed, tho air is rare and purity it- 
Bolf, the waters aro delicious, especially 
from theinuumorable springs thatabound. 
The lakti ia fairly alivo with splendid trout 
Oisily caught, while in the adjacent forests 
there are plenty of deer, bear, occasional- 
ly a panther, many grouso and a variely of 
small game. Accommodations for plea- 
sure seekers should be erected at once at 
Shawnigan lake, 8B already a large crowd 
of people visit the place, especially on tho 
Sunday excursions, and they wuuld bo 
glad to extend their stay, but are obliged 
to return tho same day for lack of shelter 
It is safe to predict that Shawnigan lake

A majority of the sportsmen on last 
Sunday left the train at tho southern end 
of the lake, and commenced their assault 
on the game in that quarter, while a few 
proceeded to tho station about four miles 
beyond, and passing around tho northern 
end of the lake entered tliu forost which 
is very luxurious in undergrowth and pro- 
gress through it. is necessarily alow.

Speaking of novices there was one on 
the irain Sunday who has sold out his in- 
terest in doer hunting and forest explora- 
tions and will henceforth bo content on 
futuro visiti to bask in tlio sunlight 
between tho railroad fences, Bright and 
early he appeared at Russell's Station, 
armed with a -16 Winchester ritlo, and after 
euquiriug if an express wagon would be at 
tho dopot to carry his deer to town, ho con- 
fidently boarded tho (ruin. Hs gazed with 
Hcorn upon tho tamo hunters who had only 
shotgunH, his ambition was for larger game. 
It never occurred to him but that ho would 
Hhoot nt least throo deer and possibly a bear. 
Ho was much oouoerued as to the bent 
motbod of conveying tho game out of tho 
woods to tho railroad. Although uovor in 
a primeval forost h» was ooirrojfeous aud 



would accustom hirueoH to his surroundings, 
and was one of the party that entered the 
forest at the upper end of tho take. Filling 
the magazine of his gun and fastening a 
bundle of lunch by a cord to the baok but- 
ton of his coat, he began a still hunt, ever 
on the alert for the least sign of a door. 
The woods were wet and the water soon 
soaked through' hia shoes, but ho did not 
mind that. On he went, calculating to 
make a oirouit of fo":r or five miles and re- 
turn to the lako.

ThoBe aro a few of 
the unlojked for pleasures of deer hunt- 
ing, but nevertheless, there remains the 
same old desire to try it again, aud despite 
his discouraging experience, like many 
others, thia young hunter may bd tempt- 
ed to visit Shawnigan lake again, if not 
for tho hunting, for the sako of its 
picturesque beauty and natural attractions 
as a pleasure rfsort.

to benefit and help to right companion- 
ship all who come within iti influence. 
The now rooms of the society are above 
Spencer's Arcade and, as wo havo ex- 
plained in a previous issue, aro well fitted 
for the purposes of the society. In addi- 
tion to tho library, reading room, gym- 
nisium, looturo room, bath rooms and 
Uvatorios, thero is a roading room ex- 
pressly for boys between the ages of 10 
and l(t years, supplied with literature at- 
tractive and wholesome for them This 
is auxiliary to the association and ia man - 
ajfod by the ladies' committee under the 
supervision of the secretary, Mr. .J J. 
Daley It is entirely distinct from the 
association and each boy pays $2 a year 
for the privileges conferred. What 
ia called tho members' parlor, 
for their exolusive use. has been 
comfortably furnished by tho ladioa of the 
Women's Auxiliary association, and tho 
room besides being provided with games 
of chess, draughts and dominoes, has also 
a now and fascinating one entitled "Crok- 
liiolo." A lecture course has been arrang - 
ed for fortnightly during tlio winter, and 
those in the member's OuUMO aro free to 
members with the privilege of bringing a 
friend. The ladies of the Reformed 
Episcopal church will give a conversazione 
on the second Tuesday in November 
whioh will be tho first of the course, ad- 
mission to tho concert on Wednesday next 
being by ticket which can bo obtained 
from members of tho association. The 
large hall is open as gymnasium 
on Mondays, Tuesdays, Thursdays 
and Saturdays, reserving Wednes- 
days and Fridays for entertain- 
ments and lectures. On the four days 
first mentioned, also, the baths will bo in 
running order. The organization is one 
that makes iU good intlueiieo felt, and 
furnishes a pleasant and instructive place 
of resort to all young men but more 
especially to those who, without the bene- 
fits of homo society aro often at a loss 
where to spend thoir evenings; and iu 
many cases solve tho problem by passing 
thom in saloons.

THENeGRO MUSICIAN'S PROPERTY THE SUB- 
JECT OF LITIGATION. 

New York, Oct. .11. — Judge Dono- 
hue of the supreme court, baa denied 
the application of Mrs. Charity Wig- 
gins, the mother of TIiob. Wiggins, 
known as "Blind Tom," the wonderful 
pianist, to tiave his mental condition 
inquired into by a committee and his 
ratate cared for. Tom's father's name 
was Mingo. He is dead. Both father 
and mother wore Georgia slaves, Tom 
was born in that state in 1849. When 
he was four years old the whole fam- 
ily were sold as slaves to James W. 
Bethune, with whom they romained 
until fieed by the war. Under an 
agreement, Toiu was placed in control 
of Bnthuue for five years, until May, 
1870, when ho would be of ago. This 
was approved of by S. F. Baine, sup- 
erintendent of freedmen, at Augusta, 
Ga., without the parents' consent. Be- 
thune took Tom out of the estate and 
put him on exhibition as a pianist. In 
1 87 G Tom became a citizen of New' 
York. While on exhibition in Virginia 
Tobi was declared a lunatic, anil Be- 
thune's 8on, John G. Bethune, was ap- 
pointed guardian of his person. The 
latter acted as Tom's manager till 
1881, when ho died. The elder Be- 
thune was then appointed. In the 
meantime Mrs. Wig»ins removed to 
this city. She brought suit against Be- 
thune for the services of her son, and 
an accounting of the profits of the ex 
nibitions since 1875. That suit is pend- 
ing at Alexandria, Va. The old lady 
has twelvo children, the oldest GO years 
old and the youngest L'8, all born in 
slavery, and therefore not born in law- 
ful wedlock. Tom has no heirs. His 
mother is next of kin, unless the court 
decides the other children are relations. 
Hence the application to J udge Dono- 
hue. Affidavits state that Tom, though 
possessed of wo nderful musical abil- 
ity, is an idiot. Tho application was de- 
nied on the ground that proceedings 
should be instituted in the state where 
the guardian was tirst appointed.
